WHITE HEATHER, or PATONS ROSE, 
FINGERING, 4-PLY 



MITTENS (with holes for Fingers and Thumbs), see Fig. A. 


MATERIALS:— 4 ozs. WHITE HEATHER, or 
PATONS ROSE, Fingering, 4-ply. Four No. 10 
“BEEHIVE” Knitting Needles, with points at both 
ends, measured by the Beehive gauge. 

TENSION:—7 stitches to the inch in width (not 
stretched) must be obtained. If, using the needles 
recommended, more than 7 stitches to the inch are 
obtained, needles a size coarser should be tried; if less 
than 7 stitches, then a size finer. Whatever the size of 
needles found suitable by the Knitter, it is abso¬ 
lutely essential that the fabric should measure 
7 stitches to the inch.

ABBREVIATIONS:— K. = Knit plain; P. = Purl; 
tog. = together; t.b.l. = through the back of the loops; 
ch. = chain; d.ci'e^ double crochet. 

RECIPE; -THE RIGHT-HAND MITTEN.—Using 
2 strands of wool together throughout, cast on 42 
stitches, 18 on the first and 12 on each of the second 
and third needles. Work 35 rounds in rib of (K, 1, 
P. 1), increasing 3 stitches in the centre of each' of 
the first and second needles, and 2 stitches in the 
third needle, in the last round. Proceed as follows:— 
1st round, —K. 1, P. 1, (increase once in the next 
stitch) twice, K. 1, P. 1, knit plain to end of round. 
2nd round. —K. 1, P. 1, K. 5, P. 1, knit plain to the 
end of the round. Repeat this round twice. 

5th round. —Iv. 1, P. 1, increase once in the next 
stitch, K. 2, increase once in the next stitch, K. 1, P. 1, 
knit plain to the end of the round. 

**Knit 3 rounds plain, purling the stitches which were 
purled in the previous rounds. 

9th round.— K. 1, P. 1, increase once in the next 
stitch, knit plain to the last 2 stitches before the next 
purl stitch, increase once in the next stitch, K. 1, P. 1, 
knit plain to the end of the round **. Repeat from ** to 
** until there are 17 stitches between the purled stitches. 
Work 2 rounds without shaping. In the next round lv. 1, 
slip the next 19 stitches on to a thread and leave for the 
Thumb; cast on 5 stitches and knit plain to the end of 
the round. Knit 8 rounds plain. In the next round K. 2, 
slip the next 19 stitches on to a thread for the Flap, cast 
on 19 stitches and knit plain to the end of the round. 
Proceed as follows:— 

1st round. —K. 2, (P. 1, K. 1) nine times, P. 1, knit 
plain to the end of the round. Repeat this round three 
times. Knit 17 rounds plain. Slip the first 4 stitches of 
the second needle on to the end of the first needle. 


Shape for the top' of the Fingers as follows:— 

In the next round (K. 2, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 17, K. 2 tog., 
K. 2) twice. Knit 2 rounds plain. In the next round 
(K. 2, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 15, K. 2 tog., K. 2) twice. 
Knit 2 rounds plain. In the next round (K. 2, K. 2 
tog.t.b.l., K. 13, K. 2 tog., K. 2) twice. Knit 1 round 
plain. Continue, decreasing 4 stitches in the next and 
every alternate, round, until 22 stitches remain in the 
round. Slip stitches of third needle on to end of second 
needle. Cast off the stitches from the two needles 
together or graft the stitches. Join in the wool where the 
19 stitches were left for the Flap and proceed as follows:— 
1st row.— K. 19. 

2nd row. —K. 2, P. 15, K. 2. Repeat the 1st and 2nd 
rows six times, then the 1st row once. 

Knit 2 rows plain. Cast ofi. 

THE THUMB. —Join in the wool and knit the last 
4 stitches from the thread, knit up 5 stitches from the 
opening and 4 from the thread; using second needle, 
K. 6; using a third needle, K. 5. Knit 9 rounds plain, 
decreasing once (where.the 5 stitches were knitted up) 
in each of the first and third rounds. In the next round 
K. 3, slip the next 6 stitches on to a thread for the Flap, 
cast on 6 stitches and knit plain to the end of the round. 
In the following round K. 3, (P. 1, K. 1) three times, 
knit plain to the end of the round. Repeat this round 
three times. Knit 4 rounds plain. 

Shape for the top of the Thumb as follows:— 

1st round.: —(K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 5, K. 2 tog., 
K. 1) twice. 

2nd and 4th rounds. —Knit plain. 

3rd round. — (If T, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 3,. 1\. 2.. tog., 
K. 1) twice. 

5th round.—(K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 1, K. 2tog., K. 1) 
twice. Shp the stitches of the third needle on to the end of 
the second needle. Cast ofi the stitches from the two 
needles together or graft the stitches. Join in the wool 
where the 6 stitches were left for the Flap and proceed 
as follows:— 

1st row.— K. 6. 

2nd row. —K. 1, P. 4, K. 1. Repeat these two rows 
twice, then the 1st row once. Cast ofi knitways. 

THE LEFT-HAND MITTEN.— Using 2 strands of 
wool together throughout, cast on 42 stitches, 18 on the 
first and 12 on each of the second and third needles. 
Work 35 rounds in rib of (K. 1, P. 1), increasing 3 
stitches in the centre of each of the first and second 
needles and 2 stitches in the third needle in the last 
round. Proceed as follows:—- 

1st round. —Knit plain to the last 6 stitches of the 
first needle, P. 1, (increase once in the next stitch) 
twice, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1, knit plain to the end of the round. 
2nd round. —Knit plain to the last 8 stitches of the 
first needle, P. 1, K. 5, P. 1, K. 1, knit plain to the end 
of the round. Repeat this round twice. 

5th round. —Knit plain to the last 8 stitches of the 
first needle, P. 1, increase once in the next stitch, K. 2, 
increase once in the next stitch, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1, knit 
plain to the end of the round. 

**Knit 3 rounds plain, purling the stitches which were 
purled in the previous rounds. 

9th round. —Knit plain to the first purl stitch, P. 1, 
increase once in the next stitch, knit plain to the last

2 stitches before the next purl stitch, increase once in 
next stitch, K. 1, P. 1, K. 1, knit plain to end of round **. 
Repeat from ** to ** until there are 17 stitches between 
the 2 purled stitches. Work 2 rounds without shaping. 
Proceed as follows:— . 

In the next round K. 15, - slip the next 19 stitches on to a 
thread; cast on 5 stitches and knit plain to end of 
round. Knit 8 rounds plain. In the next round slip 
the first 19 stitches on to a thread for the Flap, cast on 
19 stitches and knit plain to the end of the round. 
In the following round (P. 1, K. 1) ten times, knit plain 
to end of round. Repeat this round three times. Knit 
16 rounds plain. In the next round knit plain to the last 
4 stitches of the round, slip the 4 stitches on to the first 
needle. Decrease and finish off as given for the Right- 
Hand Mitten. Join in the wool and work on the 19 
stitches left for the Flap as given for Right-Hand Mitten. 
THE THUMB .—Join in the wool and knit up the stitches 
as given for the Right-Hand Mitten and work 9 rounds 
plain, decreasing one stitch in each of the 1st and 
3rd rounds (where the 5 stitches were knitted up). 
In the next round K. 2, slip the next 6 stitches on to a 
thread for the Flap, cast on 6 stitches and knit plain to 
end of round. In the following round K. 2, (K. 1, P. 1) 
three times, knit plain to end of round. Repeat this 
round three times. Knit 4 rounds plain. Decrease and 
finish off as given for the Thumb of Right-Hand Mitten. 
Join in the wool and work on the 6 stitches left for the 
Flap as given for Right-Hand Thumb. 

With a damp cloth and hot iron press carefully. 

MITTENS (without palms), see Fig. B. 

MATERIALS:— 2 ozs. PATONS ROSE, or WHITE 
HEATHER, Fingering, 4-ply. Two No. 1 0 “BEEHIVE" 
Knitting Needle's, measured by'Tfhe Beehive gauge.' 
Crochet Hook. 

TENSION:—7 stitches to the inch in width (not 
stretched) must be obtained. If, using the needles 
recommended, more than 7 stitches to the inch are 
obtained, needles a size coarser should be tried; if less 
than 7 stitches, then a size finer. Whatever the size 
of needles found suitable by the Knitter, it is 
absolutely essential that the fabric should measure 
7 stitches to the inch.

RECIPE:—RIGHT-HAND MITTEN.—Using 2 

strands of wool together throughout, cast on 44 stitches. 
1st row. —K. 2, * P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to the end 
of the row. 


Repeat this row twenty-six times. 

28th row.—K. 2, P. 1, K. 1, * increase once in the 
next stitch, (K. 1, P. 1) twice, increase once in the next 
stitch, (P. 1, K. 1) twice, repeat from * to the end 
of the row (there should now be 52 stitches on the 
needle). 

29th row.—K. 2, * K. 3, P. 2, repeat from * to the last 
5 -stitches, K. 5. 

30th row.—K. 2, * P. 3, K. 2, repeat from * to the end 
of the row. 

Repeat the 29th and 30th rows eleven times. 

53rd row.—K. 2, * K. 3, P. 2, repeat from * to the last 
5 stitches, K. 5. 

54th row.—K. 12, * P. 3, K. 2, repeat from * to the 
end of the row. 

55th row.—K.. 5, * P. 2, K. 3, repeat from * to the last 
12 stitches, K. 12. 

56th row.—-Cast off 10 stitches knitways, R. 2, * P. 3, 
K. 2, repeat from * to the end of the row. 

Repeat the 29th and 30th rows three times, then the 
29th row once. 

. Work 2 rows in plain knitting. 

Cast off knitways, leaving a length for crochet:— 

4 ch., miss 12 stitches, 1 d.c. in next stitch, (6 ch., 
miss 8 stitches, 1 d.c. in next stitch) twice, 7 ch., 

1 d.c. in end stitch. Fasten off. 

Join in the wool at the commencement of the 10 
cast-off stitches, 8 ch., 1 d.c. into the end stitch. 
Fasten off. 

LEFT-HAND MITTEN.—Work exactly as given for 
the Right-Hand Mitten, until the 53rd row has been 
worked. Proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—* K. 2, P. 3, repeat from * to the last 12 
stitches, K. 12. 

2iiii.row.—K. 15, *'P. 2, KrSrrcpeat-feom-*• to file last 

2 stitches, K. 2. 

3rd row.—Like the 1st row. 

4th row.—Cast off 10 stitches knitways, K. 2, * K. 3, 
P. 2, repeat from * to the last 5 stitches, K. 5. 

5th round.—* K. 2, P. 3, repeat from * to the last 
2 stitches, K. 2. Repeat the 29th and 30th rows twice, 
then 29th row once, as given for Right-Hand Mitten. 
Work 2 rows in plain knitting. Cast off knitways, leaving 
a length for crochet:—7 ch., miss 9 stitches, 1 d.c. 
into next stitch, (6 ch., miss 8 stitches, 1 d.c. into next 
stitch) twice, 4 ch., miss 12 stitches, 1 d.c. into end 
stitch. Fasten off. Join in the wool at the commence¬ 
ment of the 10 cast-off stitches, 8 ch., 1 d.c. into end 
stitch. Fasten off. 

With a damp cloth and hot iron press carefully. Sew 
up -the seam to 1 inch above the ribbing. 

MEN’S GLOVES, see Fig. C. 

MATERIALS:—4 ozs. WHITE HEATHER, or 
PAPONS ROSE, Fingering, 4-ply. Four No. 10 
“BEEHIVE'' Knitting Needles, with points at both 
ends, measured by the Beehive gauge. 

TENSION:—7 stitches to the inch in width (not 
stretched) must be obtained. If, using the needles 
recommended, more than 7 stitches to the inch are 
obtained, needles a size coarser should be tried; if less 
than 7 stitches, then a size finer. Whatever the size of 
needles found suitable by the Knitter, it is 
absolutely essential that the fabric should measure 
7 stitches to the inch.

RECIPE:—THE RIGHT-HAND GLOVE.—Using 

2 strands of wool together throughout, cast on 46 stitches, 
16 on.each of first and second needles and 14 on third. 
1st round.—* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the endf&f 
the round. Repeat this round twenty-nine times. 
Proceed as follows:— 

1st round.—K. 1, * K. 10, increase once in the next 
stitch, repeat from * to the last stitch, K. 1 (there 
should now be 50 stitches in the round). 

2nd round.—K. 1, P.1, (increase once J in the next 
stitch) twice, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to end of round. 
3rd and alternate rounds.—Knit plain. 

4th round.—* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to end of rourid. 
6th round.—K. 1, P. 1, increase once in the next 
stitch, P. 1, K. 1, increase once in the next stitch prirl- 
ways, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the end of the : 

8th round.—K. 1, P. 1, (K. 1, P. 2) twice, 
repeat from * to the end of the round. ji 

10th.. round. -IC. 1, P. .1,—increase once in the 
stitch,- (K. 1, P. 1) twice, increase once in the ne§ct 
stitch, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the end of the rouijd. 
12th round.—* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to end of round'. 
14th round.— K. 1, P. 1, increase once in next stitch, 
(P. 1, K. 1) three times, increase once in next stitch 
, purlways, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to end of round. 

16th round.—(K. 1, P. 1) twice, (P. 1, K. 1) three times, 

: P. 2, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the end of the round. 
18th round.—K. 1, P. 1, increase once in the next 
stitch, (K. 1, P. 1) four times, increase once in the next 
stitch, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the end of the round.. 
20th round.—* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to end of round. 
22nd round.—K. 1, P. 1, increase once in the next 
stitch, (P. 1, K. 1) five times, increase once in the next 
stitch purlways, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the end 
of the round. 

24th round.—(K. 1, P. 1) twice, (P. 1, K. 1) five times, 
P. 2, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the end of the round. 
26th round.—K. 1, P. 1, increase once in the next 
stitch, (K. 1, P. 1) six times, increase once in the next 
stitch, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the end of the round. 
27th round.—Knit plain. 

28th round.—* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to the end 
of the round. In the next round K. 1, slip the next^l9 
stitches on to a thread and leave for the Thumb; cpst pn 
5 stitches and knit plain to the end of the round. 
Proceed as follows:— 


1st round. —* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * to end of round. 
2nd round. —Knit plain. Repeat the 1st and 2nd 
rounds seven times, then the 1st round once. Slip the 
Stitches of the second needle on to the end of the first 
needle. Commence the Fingers as follows:— 

FIRST FINGER.—Knit the first 5 stitches on to one . 
needle; using a second needle, K. 5; slip all but the last 
3 stitches of the round on to a thread, using a third needle, 
cast on 3 stitches, and knit the last 3 stitches. 

Work 31 rounds in pattern, knitting the first stitch of * 
the third needle of the last round only; slip this stitch 
back on to the second needle. Proceed as follows:— 

1st round.— (K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 2, K. 2 tog., 

K. 1) twice. Using three needles only:— 

2nd round.— K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 2 tog., K. 1 on 
the first needle; K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 2 tog., K. 1 on 
the second needle. Cast off the stitches from the two 
needles together, or graft the stitches. 

SECOND FINGER.—Knit the next 6 stitches of the 
round on to one needle; using the second needle, cast ' 
on 3 stitches, and knit 3 of the last 6 stitches of the 
round; using a third needle, K. 3 and knit up 3 stitches 
at the base of the First Finger. 

Work 35 rounds in pattern. Knit the first 7 stitches of 
the next round on to one needle. Proceed as follows:— 
1st round.—(K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 3, K. 2 tog., 

K. 1) twice. Using three needles only:— 

2nd round.—K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 1, K. 2 tog., K. 1 
on the first needle; K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 1, K. 2 tog., ' 
K. 1 on the second needle. Cast off the stitches from the 
two needles together, or graft the stitches. 

THIRD FINGER.—Knit the next 6 stitches of the 
round on to one needle; using a second needle, cast on 3 
stitches, and knit 3 qf the last 6 stitches of the round; 

- using-a third needle,- ,K. 3,.--and knitv.up-3 stitches, at 
the base of the Second Finger. Work 34 rounds in 
pattern. Finish ofi as given for the Second Finger. 
FOURTH FINGER.—Knit the next 6 stitches on to- ' 
one needle; using a second needle, knit the next 5 
stitches; using a third needle, knit the next 2 stitches, 
and knit up 3 stitches at the base of the Third Finger. 
Work 23 rounds in pattern. Slip the last stitch of round 
on to first needle. Finish ofi as given for First Finger. 
THE THUMB.—Knit the 19 stitches from the thread, 

7 on the first and second needles and 5 on the third, and 
knit up 5 stitches from opening at hand on to third needle. j 
1st and 3rd rounds. —* P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * to 
the end of the round. 

2nd round. —Knit plain to the last 4 stitches of the 
, round, K. 3 tog.) K. 1. 

4th round. —Knit plain to the last 3 stitches of the 
round| K. 3 tog. Work 19 rounds in pattern. 

Proceed as follows:— 

1st round.—(K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 4, K. 2 tog., 

K. 1) twice. Using three needles only:— 

2nd round.— K. 1, K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 2, K. 2 tog., K. 1 ‘ 
on the first needle; K. l', K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K. 2, K. 2 tog., 

K. 1 on the second needle. Cast off the stitches from the 
two needles together or graft the stitches. 

THE LEFT-HAND GLOVE.—Cast on 46 stitches. 
Work exactly as given for the Right-Hand Glove. 
With a damp cloth and hot iron press carefully.
